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The State Legistature, in 1957 passed an act 
(Chapter 223) which es ablished a new branch 
in town and city governments, known as a Con- 
servation Commission. Permissive legislation, 
j.e. the town or city can vote it if they wish, 
it provides for special town or city committees 
of three to seven members, who will promote 
wise conservation of natural resources in the 
community. The legislation further provides 
that tax money may be voted and appropriated by 
the community for the purposes of the Conserva- 
tion Commission. 

Such a commission would be charged with the 
perpetuation of natural beauty and rural fea- 
tures of a town - its streams, open spaces, etc 
and the improvement or perpetuation of outdoor 
recreational opportunities. 

Also under the power of the committee are 
such things as flood control, preservation of 
water supplies and the prevention and abatement 
of any water pollution. 

All of which are noble purposes, of which we 
approve. The only fly ‘in the ointment however 
is that Wilmington is already a victim of just 
this sort of thing. 

Wilmington, with all its swamps, is in ef- 
fect a spare reservoir for the cities of Pea- 
body, Salem, etc. The headwaters of the Ipswich 
River are in this town, and every effort that 
we have made to improve the town has been re- 
sisted by towns and cities downstream who argue 
(possibly rightly) that we might adversely af- 
fect their water supply. yi 

We may be facetious, but perhaps we should 
have a Conservation Committee, and have this 
committee approach these towns and cities who 
want a water supply at our expense with a mes- 
sage that would read: 

low about a tax contribution to conserve 
this valuable resource of yours? 

Why should Wilmington bear the burden alone?
